In view of reports prevalent uf 
an epidemic of: influenza” in’ the 
Colony,, a representative of the 
Hong Kong Daily , Press yesterday 
made investigations to raeertaln the 
situation. 

In tho’ course of inquiries, ‘our 
representative was told by o well- 
‘Known * medical ‘officer, that there 
wero quite a large number, of cases 
known, in which patients werd 
suffering from. fever, accompanied 
by headache ond pain in’ bones, 
"followed by. bedily exhaustion., » The 
symptoms were very much. liko in- 
fluenza, though -one could not say 
definitely .that influenza was ‘the 
complaint. “The position was, how- 
ever, not serious and there was 10 
foundation for the report regard- 
ing an epidemic of influenza. 

Calling at the Governmeit Civil 
Hospital, our’ representative learn- 
‘ed that’ the ‘medical officers there 
had been treating many, cases of | 
this nature during the paat, two 
weeks. Nothing serious hax deve- 
loped from these cases, and the 
patients usually recover ‘from o 
few days to a, week’s time. 

Those ‘who . have signs of the 
malady would be well, advised to} 
stay, in bed few a few days, ‘when 
the fever will probably pass over. 
Compliance with ‘this advice, which: 


“lis given by a local medical officer, 


is calcitlated to accruo to the benefit 
of paticnts.”

Judge Lineberger, who stopped in 
Tokyo for several days en sorte’ to 
Nanking. ‘‘ The trade will take on 
an international turn which, by the 
exchange of complimental products 
and credits, will bring» prosperity 
to both Japan. and America. 
“In fact the only thing which 
can relieve the depressed conditions 
in America,,to-day, is the revival of 
the trade markets of the Far East, 
in'.a more orderly, way, however, 
than during the hectic period ‘fal- 
lowing the world war.” a 
Japan's Good Standing in China, 
# Judge Lineberger pointed out that 
the Chinese will ‘not trade with 
their enemies and as; a result, China 
hag been ‘only half-hearted in trad- 
ing with the world. He added the’ 
prediction that’ China . will ‘astound 
the world when the nations: follow 
out. their tentative programme of 
giving her full control of ‘her own 
Government. | ~ :

AUTHORITIES TO DECIDE - 
WHAT. TO DO NEXT. . 


The Canton. Gazette’ learns from 
the Garrison Headquarters ‘of that 
city that the Kwangs: campaign has 
reached the second stage of its 
operations, It may be mentioned 
that the first stage was to clear all 
that section of the country, south 
of the Upper Weat River, extending 
from Wuchow down, to the border 
north of the, Lingshan district, of 
the presence of enemy troops. This 
was accomplished some time ago by 
the capture of Pakliu and Watluim. 

The second stage “was to: capture 
Kweiping, the junction of, the Up- 
per West River and the Rweiho 
river, and also Kweihsien, which is 
the junction of the motor road run- 
ning to Nannitig on the west and 
going northward to Liuchow. As 


glready’ reported, this’ stage was 


reached as. well. The fall of these 
cities from ao military viewpoint 
means the cutting off of Gommunica- 
tigns between Nanning and Liuchow 
and, the northeastern part of 
Kwangsi. i‘ 

It is learned that after the fall 
of the Kweihsien city, the major 
part of the Kwangsi troops retreat- 
ed in a northern direction, that is 
to Liuchow. That they have not 
retired towards Nanning was"prob- 


Jably due to'the fact that in case of 


further ‘defeat by the National 
troops, they would ,work their way 
towards Hupeh, and eventually join 
up with the Northern insurgents, 
At the present time the Canton 
military authorities are studying the 
question whether they will either 
cut off the enemy’s communications: 
hetween Liuchow’ and Kweilin: or 
follow’ them up ,towards :Liuchaw. 
Nothing definite, however, will. be 
decided until a military conference 
is called—Canton News Agency. °
